.Tudue William H. Taft, just in- 
augurated first civil governor of th(> 
Phili|)pine.s, is a tall, broad shoul- 
ilered man of great dignity. Pci son- 
ally (ioveinoi Taft is one of the 
most gracious and kind hearted 
of men, but several times during 
his career he has shown that ho has 
rtght.ing blood in his veins, says a 
corr<<spondejit of the tJhicago 7r/- 
hinif. At Yale ho was the most ix>- 
pular man in his cla.ssand was not- 
ed for his skill as a boxer and in 
other similar forms of alhletics. 
This skill he once put to gi>od use 
after he graduated and came back 
to his homo in CMncinuati. 

At that lime there was published 
iu Cincinnati a scurrihuis .Sunday 
paper, made tip chiefly of scandal- 
ous altat^ks on prominent people. 
One Sunday morning the papercon- 
lained what purported to bo a letter 
from Washington written l)y a 
society woman of Cincinnati who 
was visiting the national capital. 
The l(>lterwis siu^h as no woman 
of (liHcrtdion and modesty would 
have wrilU^n, and, though tho name 
of its'allcged author was not given, 
the editor in another artiole mic- 
<'e«Mled iu conveying the impression 
thai Mrs. Taft, mother of the pre- 
,sent governor, who happened at 
that to b(> in Washington, was ro- 
si)i)nsil>lo foi it. 

Tho «biy article a|)peared William 
H. Taft, atTompanicd by a male re- 
lative, called at the ofTico of th(\ pa- 
per ill ipiestion tind siu'oeiMled in 
denlifying the editor who bad writ- 



ten the article which had offended 
his family. lie then proceeded to 
take otT his coat ami otherwise 
dear the decks for Action. Tho edi- 
tor called for help, but tho elder 
Taft belli those who came to his 
assistance* at bay, while young Wil- 
liam attended to the case of chief 
offender. WMieu he had finished, 
ther»> was jvisl about (enough left of 
the blackmailing cilitor lo be de- 
cently taken to the ho.'^pilal. Doc- 
tors worked over the f ragnu'nts for 
two weeks, at the end of which 
time the victini of Taft's strong 
right arm was just able to limp out 
to his otlice. He never took any 
action auuinst tho futule jui'ist, 
whose aetion was highly commend- 
ed l\v tho entire community.

Several wealthy mine owners of 
Pennsylvania are making arrange- 
ments to erect a monumeni, lo be 
niiid(> of coal, in 'memory of Philip 
(rinier, who was one of the first to 
find that tho mineral could be made 
u.seful as fuel. The discovery came 
aljout in one of those chanci^ ways 
which often produce far-reaching 
results. 

Aliout the year l~!)0 Mr (Winter 
was li.ving in a rude log cabin in 
tne forest lands around Mauch 
Chunk nioiijitains in Pennsylvania. 
While hunting in the woods he 
found himself at some ilistanco from 
the cabin, and before making hi.v 
beil for tho night under a liroail- 
spri'ading tree ho ilccide to start a 
fire and cook some of his game for 
supper. After eating the meal he 
bethought himself that ho would 
fix the tire so that it would keeji 
during tho niyht, as the wood about 
hliii ^iua ^^^\^^^ • 
Ihe task ol' 
the morning an nniviiing one. 

Lying near at hand on the 
ground wore several black stones, 
and it occurred to Mr. (Winter that he 
might save tho fire by piling the 
utoiies over it, thus keeping it pro- 
tected and sniouldoring though the 
night. On rising from his sleep 
the next morning he was surpiised 
to fiiul that some of stones had en- 
tirely consumed, while others were a 
glowing red. When he poked the 
stones thoy gave out a crackling 
sound and omitted little shafts of 
blii(> flame. In our day w(> can see 
thiit what Mr (Jinter called black 
stones were in reality coal. He was 
impressed sutViciently with his diw- 
(U)vory to take soino largo pieces of 
the coal honte with him for experi- 
ment. It was not. long before his 
family learned lo use it in cooking. 
The nearest neighbors lived quite a 
distance away, but the news of the 
discovery soon traveled and several 
families in that locality began to 
make use of the wonder^il stones. 
However, it was not till twenty- 
five years later that coal-mining- 
oporations began iu that .section to 
any great extent. 

Somj} years previous to the time 
Philip Ginter found that the black 
stones would burn, two brothel s, 
Obadiah ond Daniel CJore, who 
took up their residence after the 
Hevolutionary W'ar near Wilkes- 
banc, Pa., made asimilardiscovery. 

All thioiigh the war for iudeiion- 
deiice Obailiah Gore served under 
ticncral Washington. Al the clo.se 
of the struggle he located in Itrand- 
ford County, Pa., wheiv he acted as 
.lust ice of the Peace for si^voral 
years, and was highly respwted as 
a pioniinenl citizen. In company 
with his brother Daniel, he deter- 
mined to make an examination of 
the queer black rock which outcrop- 
ped on his lirother'* farm. Il was 
often tho I'.ause of bother to the 
farming oiierations, rendering .some 
of the fields unworkable. Fre- 
quently it il haii been referred tons 
a nuisance, but Olmdiah, who had a 
liking for geology in au amateur 
way was of tho opinioti that Ihe 
rock had fuel iiualities in it. 

A trial was first made with the 
rock in the fireplace ou the Gore 
farm with unsatisfactory result. 
Later another tiial was made iu a 
lilacksmith shop near the farm. By 
helping the fire with tho bellows il 
was found thaj an iteuse boat could 
bo made. The blacksuiilh shod w;is 
acenlreof interest among tho people 
who lived for miles around. It was 
8(M>n that Ihe use of coal rendered 
the working of iron easier, and re- 
subs could be obtained which the 
tho use of wood did did not permit. 
The little smithy was soon a thriv- 



ing industry as well as a novelty. 
Many things of iron, like andirons, 
cranes and other kitchen untensils 
used in the old days, were turned 
out, and the use of coal for manu- 
facturing purposes was demonst.iat- 
ed. 

It is to be noted that Phipp Gin- 
ter has a right, to claim a share of 
the honor for the discovery of coal 
as fuel in the home, it is to the 
(lOre brothers that the glory of turn- 
ing it to practical utility lielongs. 
It is doubtful if cither Obadiah or 
Daniel Gore had the faintest idea 
of the profotind discoverj' they had 
made, eviMi after the success at the 
smity. A glance at the world's in- 
dustries to-day shows what a revol- 
tion has been wrought by the use of 
the black stones, compared with the 
old days when wood was the only 
fuel. Coal has in a measure lessen- 
fhe wanton destrnetion of limber, 
pel mitting wood to be devoted to 
mon^ legitimate uses. 

It is almost impossible to imagine 
how the world of to-day could get 
on without coal. The production 
of the black material has reached 
nearly 1('>0,000,00() tons a year in 
Pennsylvania alone. Over 150,000 
perscms are employed in mining, 
breaking and shipping it into point.« 
of disbursement, to say nothing of 
the business it gives railways and 
small dealers. To fully realize the 
importance of coal it is only necess- 
ary to have such a strike in the 
mines as that of hist Kail, when 
thousands of homes ami factories 
weie cau.sed inconvenience, A 
stoppjige of the supply for any 
length of lime would be a veritable 
disaster. — Chir Yoiiug People.

Only at one 
place, .lamestowu, on the north- 
eastern coast could any boat htipe 
to land, and even there only if the

always so. Tliere is the roller 
.season. Great rollers come in from 
the Atlantic, and oft.en for days 
there can be little or no communi- 
eiUion between an anchored vessel 
and the rough steps at the end of 
an embarkation quay. 

What St. Helena was between 
181.') and 1821 it is now, a safe 
prison. Once a month a Castle 
ITiiion steamer calls for a few houi-s, 
lands and takes ofT the mails, dis- 
charges one or two olTicials or re- 
ceives them homeward bound, and 
that is all — Imperial and Colonial 
Magazine.

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The trades instractors in schoolM 
for the deaf most keenly realize 
that success in a trade depends less 
\i\ion mechanical precitiion and 
celerity of performance than npon 
a tiiorou ■ iital ««^)rnprehension 

of its p . •■^i a clear under- 
standing of the language of the dif- 
iit operations, and the ability to 
struct from a written scale of 
measnremeni'-. liapidity and 
dexterity come from practice, but 
the knowledge which leatls to 
mastery and places the deaf on the 
same level as the hearing workman, 
can only be secured by study and 
attantiveness aided by the incessant 
explanation and instraction of the 
teacher. 

Another drawbac I consid- 

ered in trades teaching, Ih that the 
pupils almost invariably become 
possessed of the idea that they are 
" working " for the t)enefit of the 
institution. To f nlist theii interest 
and endow them with an ambition 
to excel, is a slow and difficult pro- 
cess. They are often anxious about 
their class-room studies, but usual- 
ly regard the the trades schools as 
an impediment to their playground 
enjoyments, designed by the insti- 
tntion to profit by the labor of their 
hands. It takes a long time, and 
much patience on the part of the 
instructor, to eratlicate this mis- 
taken iri) '- n and substitute for 
it the ill' I interest by which 
Muccess for the pupil is begotten.

All initions, 
except Spain, Poitugal and Russia, 
cah'iilate their time from the meri- 
dian of Greenwich, accepting as 
standai-d some even hour meridian, 
oust or west of Greenwich. For 
instance : 

West em Kiiropean time, or that 
(if the meridian of Greenwich, is 
legal in l^/iigland, Belgium, Holland 
and Ltixembuig. 

Central Kuiopean time, or an 
hour east of Greenwich, is legal in 
(Termany, Austria, Ilung.iry, 
Bosnia and IIerze(;ovina, the 
(Jongo Free State, Denmark, Italy, 
Servia, Sweilen, Norway ami 
Switzerland. 

Eastern Kuro])ean time, or two 
hours eastof Greenwich, is adopted 
by Bulgaria, Roumania, Natal and 
Turkey in Kiirope, 

Eight hours east of Greenwich is 
adopted by Central Australia and 
.Fa|ian. 

Ten hours east of (irecmwich is 
ollicial in Victoria, Queensl.iiui ;ind 
Tasmania, 

Eleven and a half hoin-* lii-n Ims 
been ad<ipled by New Zealand, 

The United States, Canada, and 
Mexico have adojited fifth, sixth, 
sev<uitli, and eighth honrs west of 
(ireeiiwich. 

The Hawaiian Islands adopted 
the meridian of ten and a half hours 
west.
